Wednesday’s  traditional  Y Day 
football  contest  found  the  vet- 
ej’an  Blues  outmanning  the 
Whites  34-13,  but  more  import- 
ant to  the  approximate  4,000 
fails  who  showed  up  seemed  to 
ba  the  preview  of  Coach  Hal 
Koppfc  ’59  Skyline,  Conference 
ciiaiienging  grid  eleven. 

The  display  confirmed  reports 
tliat  Brigham  Young  University 
i,;  building  a football  team  to 
make  Provo  area  fans  forget  past 
gridiron  defeats.  The  blocking, 
tackling,  passing  and  scoring 
punch  resembled  past  Y Day 
“experiments”  but  little  as  the 
I'.vo  squads  combined  to  show 
v.'Uat  they’ve  been  doing  the  past ' 
20  days  since  they  started  prac- 
ticing. 

Only  the  defenses  looked  a Ut- 
t’o  shaky  at  times,  with  the  two 
teams  scoring  seven  touchdowns. 
The  Whites,  particularly,  had 
trouble  with  aerials  as  Blue  cap- 
t. un-quarterback  Wayne  Startin 
completed  seven  out  of  nine  spi- 
rtl  tosses  through  the  White 
secondary, 

Startin  ^et  up  the  score  with 
a heave  to  end  R.  K,  Brown  who 
galloped  to  the  six.  Two  plays 
l<ier  fullback  Weldon  Jackson 
v/as  in  the  end  zone  with  six 


points.  George  Kinder  kicked : 
the  pat  to  make  it  7-0. 

The  second  TD  came  minutes 
later  when  Startin  threw  a pass  ! 
to  halfback  Howard  Ringwood 
in  a play  that  carried  66  yards. 
The  Blue  then  utilized  a new 
football  rule  effective  1958  by- 
passing for  two  points  conver- 
sion, Startin  to  Jackson. 

Third  TD  was  a lightning  fast ; 
Starten  to  Howard  Hawkins  pass 
that  made  the  score  21-0  at  the 
half.  Pat  try  was  missed. 

After  intermission  last  year’s 
frosh  fired  up  and  got  some 
breaks  on  penalties.  White’s 
Gary  Dunn  pulled  off  one  of  his 
deceptive  bootleg  plays,  ramb- 
ling around  left  end  to  the  six. 
Fullback  Ed  Young  hit  paydirt  to 
niake  the  scoreboard  read  21-6. 
Dunn  booted  it  over  to  put  the 
tally  at  21-7. 

Machine  Gun  Joe  McGinn, 
who  appears  to  be  priming  for 
big  things  next  year,  scored  the 
fourth.  Blue  Touchdown  on  a 
routine  right  tackle  slat.  After 
being  slowed  down,  McGinn 
squirmed  loose,  cut  to  his  left 
and  outran  the  Blue  secondary 
to  electrify  the  crowd  with  a 32 
yard  tally. 

The  conversion  try  was  missed 
but  the  Blue  led  27-7  and  threat- 
ened to  make  the  gap  wider  dur- 1 


ing  the  fourth  period,  But  Whites 
Bud  Belnap,  Hal  Lewis  and  Ed 
Young  alternated  smashing,  to 
the  five  yard  stripe. 

A Belnap  to  Lynn  Mathie  pass 
accounted  for  the  second  white 
TD.  The  pass  for  pat  was  in- 
complete and  the  score  read  27- 
13. 

But,  it  wasn’t  over  yet.  George 
Smith  intercepted  a pass  for  the 
Blue  and  set  up  the  last  tally. 

It  came  after  halfback  Roy 
Tidwell  drove  to  the  13.  Howard 
Hawkins,  who  gave  the  White 
backfield  trouble  all  night  by 
hauling  in  passes  and  outmau- 
euvering  the  defense,  did  it 
again,  this  time  for  15  yards  and 
the  score.  Afttt*  the  kick  the 
count  was  34-13.
